FA Fier this not onely Prince of Poets, but Philoſophers, had 
E written 1:5 two great Poems,of Liiads & Odyiles ; which 
Ve or heir firſt Lights borne before all Learning ) were 
Y IFN oe wortyily calfd the Sunne aud Moone of the Earth ; 
ERSESSERM £,1ins no compenſation ) he writ, in contemptof Men, 
this ridiculous Poem of Vermin, giuing them Nobility of Birth, valorous 
elocution not inferior to hi Hefocs. At which-the Gods themſelues put in 
 amaxe, cail d (ounſailes about their aſſiſtance of either Armie ; and the 
iuſtice of their Quarrels, euentothe mounting of loues Artillery againſ# 
them, and diſcharge of his three-forckt flaſhes : and all for the deuouring 
of a Mouſe. After which ſleight and onely-recreatiue touch, hee betooke 
him ſzriouſly to the honor of the Gods ; in H [ymn s reſounding all their pe- 
culiar Titles, Turiſdittion, ana Dignities which bee illiſtrates at all 
parts,as he had beene continually conuerſant among(t them: and Whatſoe- 
uer autentique Pozfie be omitted in the Epiſods,contained in hit Iliads and 
Odyiſes ; he comprebends and concludes in hu Hymns and Epigrams. 
Al his obſeruance and honor of the Gods,rather moud their enuies againſt 
him, then their rewards, or reſpects of bus endeuours. And ſolike 4 Man 
verecundi ingenty ( which he witneſJeth of himſelfs ) he liu'd ombonord 
4 needie till biz death ; yet notwithſtanding all mens ſeruile and ma- 
nacled Miſeries,to bis moſt abſolute and neuer-equalld Merite ; yea euzn 
burſten profufion to lmpo {turc and lmpicty;heare our-euer-the Sams in- 
tranced, and neucr-ſleeping Maſter of th: Muſes, to bu laſt accent, in- 
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
